Epidemical, and univerſally ſpread through the Nation, fo 
that every one is ready to cry, Lo2d have cY UPon Us ! 
It is therefore reaſonable to believe, You will All unanimouſly 
grant, 
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grant, That there is an abſolute Neceſlity toalter the Coyn ; 
and that You will conſider and think upon ſome proper Way 
or Methed, this Seſſions of Parliament, to amend this over- 
= Miſchief, which, if not ſpeedily prevented, will; in a 
ittle time, ſink the Nation to a low degree : The real and true 
Sitver Coyn being thus ſhamefully Clippd, and the Mil”d 
Money Melted down, and carried off, there is little left to 
Trade with, but ſuch that is Counterfeit, or half Clipþ'd away, 
which creates ſo much difficulty in Paying and Receiving, 
that Buſineſs is found to be a Burthen, and Paying and Re- 
ceiving of Money become the greateſt Perplexity of the 
People ; fo that all Perſons hope and believe it will be Your 
Care, with all the Expedition that may be, ro VOTE, The 
Alteration of the Coyn, and to uſe Your Endeavours 
that it may be Alter'd, and new Regulated, which may hap- 
pily prevent many Diſorders that may otherwiſe fall amongſt 
Multitudes of People in this Kingdom ; and that You will 
do it in this junQture of Time by ſuch Ways and Methods

to ſet forth any of thoſe Ways and Methods for Altering 
the COYN, and Favyouring the People, it may not be 
amiſs. to ſay ſomething yay; 5 x Encreaſe and P20- 
vuftion of SILVER and G OLD, how, and by who, 
they have been procur'd, when, and from whence, brought 


to this degree in Quantity, as they are now found to be 
in EVROPE _ 
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IT is therefore to be underſtood, and E-doubt not but-all 
People will grant, That SILV ER'and GOLD are the 
Þinges upon which all Trade and Commerce moves in 
the moſt Flourifhing Kingdoms on the Earth ; and thoſe- 
Nations and Kingdoms that abound with the greateſt Plenty 
thereof, are, by all other Trading Nations, moſt 
with their Goods, in Order to obtain them, knowing them 
to be the moſt neceſſary and laſting Inſtruments to procure 
all things that are, or ſhall be found uſeful, or any ways 
ſerviceable to Mankind, being Portable and Durable, when moſt 
other Goods are Burthenſome, ſubject tro Perith and Decay : 

having proved This m -all Times and Places, 
kes Silver and Gold the more coveted and deſired ; 
for every Nation, as they abound therewith, are more or leſs 
able to carry on Foreign Trades, — to make Improvements 
at Home or Abroad, to build Ships, and fit out Fleets to 
Sea, to maintain Wars, or to do and execute any other Thing or 
Things that requires Labour 'or Expence;. all Nations, as well 
as private Perſons, driving. their Trades according to the 
Proportion of- Silver ws OGo0ld, they have whereby to 
procure Goods to Trade: with. 


I T is alſo to be conſidered, That the Trades of 
EUROPE, eſpecially thoſe of the Engliſh and Dutch, 
are an times greater now, than they were Two 
Hundred and Twenty Years fince-; for where: there was 
One Thouſfand:Pounds worth of Goods imported or exported 
by either of them in thoſe times, there is an Hundred Thou- 
ſand Pounds worth imported and exported by Both of them 
now : The principle and chief Reafon of This, hath been 
the Diſcoveries of GUINEY and AMERICA; 
for to them the YMmpzovement of all Trade, in and to 
moſt Parts of the Earth, is chiefly owing : They having 
furniſhed Silver and Gold, whoſe Circulation hath pro- 


cured Goods not only tor EUROPE, but for AIRES 
an 
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and ASIA; many Parts of EAST-INDIA having 
been ſupply'd, ſince their Diſcoveries, with great Quantities 
of Money and Silver, both Cony'd and Uncoynd, and eſpecially 
with Dollars, or Pieces of Eight, by the Engliſh, Dutch, French, 
Portuguieſe and Spaniards ; tor although S:{ver and Gold be 
inanimate, nevertheleſs they have, like a grateful Of-ſpring, 
plentifully ſupplyd AFRICA and AMERICA agan 
with all neceſlary and ferviceable Things, there wanted for 
Humane Ute, in Return thereof : So that it may be neceſfary

for the Information of ſome People, to ſhew how Gold 

and Silver have, of late Years, been expanded or ſpread 

abroad in the World, and by who, and from whence they 

came, and when they begun to have this commanding 

_— and Influence upon Trade, as well as upon Ban- 
nd. 


IN the Year 1471. The Poztuguieſe diſcovered and found 
the Gold Coalt of GUINEY, from whence they 
brought ſome Quantities of Gold, near the Value of Ten 
Thoutand Pounds per Ammm; before which time there 
was but very little of Szhver Com in ENGLAND, 
HOLLAND, or FRANCE, and but ſmall Quan- 
_ fities of Gold in EUROPE, in Compariſon to what 
there is now; ſo that ſince the Portugueſe diſcovered thoſe 
Parts of AFRICA, they have had ſome Settlements 
there, and a Trade with the Natives ; and have brought 
ſometimes greater or leſſer Quantities of Go/d from thence 
into EUROPE. 


I N the Year 1492. Chrifiopher Columbus, a Man 
Born at Genoa, being Fifty Years of Age, firſt found ſome 
Parts of AMERICA, and amongſt them the Iſland of 
Hiſpaniola, from whence ſome Gold was brought to Spain, 
to the Value of 200000 Ducats per Anmm, which is 22222 /. 


and 18s. valuing the Ducat, as formerly it was, at 9 s. 
And

And after the Diſcovery of Hiſpaniola, and the Adjacent 
Mands, the ſaid Colwnbus, with many Spaniards, made ſeveral 
Voyages, and further Diſcoveries in AMERICA, bringin 
to SPAIN what Gold and Silver they found amo 
the Natives of thoſe Countries, who had greater Quantities 
of Gold than Silver amongſt them in thoſe times, becauſe 
the Gold lies in the Soil or ſuperficial part of the Earth, 
which they could eaſily come at; and the Earth being 
often waſht from the Mountains into the Guts and ſmall 
Brooks, and fo carried down to the Rivers, they had ways 
to ſeparate it from the Sand ; whereas, the getting of Si/ver 
is obtain'd by Dining, and requires Digging, Hewing, cutting: 
down the Rocks, and blaſting them in pieces with Gun-Powder, 
which things the Natives of AMERICA did not then 
underſtand. Thus G O LD, the Darling and dearly be- 
loved by Mankind, being plentifully found amongſt the 
Natives in moſt Parts of this Newfound World, invited abun- 
dance of Spaniards, with ſome Jews, and other People, to 
_ chither, having heard the great Noiſe thereof in 
P AIN. 


BETWEEN the Years 1492 and 1515 ( which is 
22 Years) there were very great Diſcoveries made in 
AMERICA, by many Spaniards, both on the South and 
North Side of the Line, and particularly in theſe Provinces 
following, lying between the North and South Seas, which 
was thoroughly examined ; ( viz.) Dariena, Carthagena, 
Rio de la Hacha, St. Martha, Granada, Popyan, YVenezula, 
Paria, and Panama, which Nine Provinces, for the Abundance 
of Gold that was, and is yet found in moſt of them, are called 
by the Name of Golden Caſtile. = At the ſame time the 
Province of Guiana was diſcovered ; from all which Places 
there were great Quantities of Go/d brought to SPAIN in 
tew Years after; ſo that when the Spaniards had fully examined 
theſe Parts, and had taken Notice of the extent rof that 
Iſthmus, 
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| Iſthmus, or Neck of Land, lying between the North and 
South Seas. In the Year 1515, they choſe out a convenient 
| Place, and there Built the now Famous and Renowned City, 
called PANAMA, ſtanding towards the South Sea, to 
which Place, all the Gold and Silver thatnow comes from Peru, 
and the Southern Parts, are brought, and there put a ſhoar, 
this City being the Receptacle of their Riches, ' from 
whence it is brought, part by Land, and part by Water- 
Carriage, about. 20 Leagues, to a City on this fide, called 
PORTO BELLO, and from thence Shipt for SPAIN: 
So that after the Spanzards had made theſe Diſcoveries in 
the Years above-mentioned, they. grew mighty Induſtrious, 
and were extreamly buſied in Fitting out Sb; s, and Seyd; 
Men to this Part of the New-found World, there being 
Diſcoveries made every Year of Mew Countries, and 
of Rich Dines, in various Parts of AMERICA: 
ſo that in the Reigns of Henry the 7th, Henry the 8th, and 
Edward the 6th, it was the Misfortune of ENGLAND 
not to enterprize or undertake any thing in this kind, and 
but very little ſince in thoſe Countries, where S:/ver and 
Gold Mines are. 


IN the Year 1521, MEXICO was Conquered, and 
ſeveral Countries thereabouts, in which the Sparzards found 
much Gold amongſt the Natives, and have ſince diſcovered 
and laid open many Rich Silver Mines ; from whence hath 
beer brought ſeveral Hundreds of Tons of Silver in Pieces 
of Eight, and Bars of Bullion, to Cadiz in SPAIN, at 
which Mines the Natives and Spaxiards, as now they dorart 
all other Mizes mn AMERICA, draw the Silver from 
the Oar, by the help of Quick-Szhver, the Oar being firſt 
powdered, and ground ſmall, till it is as fine as Wheat Flower, 
then put it into Tubs, mixing Quick-Sifver and Lyme with 
it, grind it in Water, whereby. the Quick Silver, being well 
mixt with the Oar, in few Days draws the S:/er to it ; when 


having 
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having well cleans'd and waſh'd away all-the Hud, the: Silver 
and Ouich-Silver remain together at the- Bottom, which 
they take out, and put together into a Rerore; and-lute an /rom> 
Pipe faſt to'it, the other end of the Pipe going intd a- 7x5 
of cold Water, they then light the Fire under the: Retore, 
which drives off all the Quick-Sifver into the: Tub- of Water, 
which is never the worſe; bur ſerves for uſe again-and again-to 
mix” with fre/h Oar, and the' Sifhver remains by its ſelf 1n. the 
Retort, which, when taken out, is Meſted with: ſeveral other 
Parcels of Si{ver, Refin'd after the fame way, and ſo-caſt into 
Hngofs, or Bars of Bullion. And although Abundance of this 
Sitver is brought to SP AIN, nevertheleſs the' Spaniards 
and Natives in all Parts of AMERICA, where-the Mines 
are, do keep. and detain prodigious Quantities of Silver and 
Gold amongſt them, having Abundance of Ornaments, and 
moſt of their Yeſſels and Ztenfils made of thoſe Metals; fo 
that: from the Province of Zacatecas, which lies on' the North 
Side the Line, to the Province of Chz/z, that lies on the South 
Side, You may .conclude and believe, There is much more 
Silver and Gold ready got, Refined; and' above Ground, than 
there is now in all EUROPE. Where the + aa 
in thoſe Parts, have taught the: Natzves the way ok Buying 
and Selling with Sfver- and" Gold, which, as well there” as 
here, and 1n all other Places, is found more Commodious 
and Uſeful than'the heavy and dull Way of Barterizg one 
ſort of Goods for another. 


I N the Year 1524, The great Country of P ER U. was 
Diſcovered, in which Country the ' Spaniards found - vaſt 
Quantities of Silver, and eſpecially of Go/d ready got, all 
the People of the Countrey having ſome Yeſſels, or Ornamental 
Inſtrumeuts, more or leſs, of that Metal : But the Spaniards 
having Conquered - the Natives, | fell into” Wars  among{t 
themiclves ; Francilco Pizarro and Almagro, Two

of Refining ; {o that from ſeveral Places of AMERICA, 
for near Hundred and Fifty Years aſk paſt, rhere have 
been fome Thouſands of Tons of Siver and Go/d brought to 
Cadiz in SPAIN, eſpecially of Silver, of which all Nations 
in EUROPE have more or lels participated. 
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Having "thus briefly mentioned the Mines and Places that 
have furniſhed EUROPE with Sifver and Gold, and 
when they firſt began to do ſo ; It is now to be inquired, 
What Nations have had the greateſt Opportunities, and 


have uſed the moſt Endeavours to be Maſters thereof. 


And whereas the Engliſh, Dutch, and French, have been the 
chief Trading Nations of EUROPE, whoſe Goods 
and Manufaftures are, and always were, in better eſteem-and 
demand by the Spanrards, and Natives of AMERICA, 
than any of the other Northern Xingdoms : Therefore, the 
Engliſh, Dutch, and French, ( before theſe Wars ) have nor 
been wanting to furniſh them with Plenty thereof at Cad;z, 
and in ſeveral other Parts of SPAIN; — And, of late 
Years, in divers Parts of the WEST-INDIES, when 
and where fit Opportunities could be found, eſpecially, where 
and when the Spaniſh- Governours 'have been inclinable to 
loak through their Fingers, that a Stol'n Trade might be had
